To the casual observer, endowed 
with the usual visionary ability, a 
fine advertising stunt is apparent on 
Macdonald avenue, in the shape of a 
billboard covered with glaring red 
letters, to the effect that the home 
merchants should receive the pat- 
ronage of the people of Richmond, 


“FOOD FOR THOUGHT.” 


That is a good saying and Worthy 
of all acceptation and should  be- 
come the habit and the recognized 
duty of every resident and citizen of 
any town or city, as it is necessary 
to the development and growth of a 
city viewed from a co-operative and 
economical standpoint, and the mer- 
chants and business men are to be 
eommended for their departure along 
that line of advertising.

PROFIT AND ADVANTAGE OF ALL

Be it remembered by the’ mer- 
chants and business men of Rich- 


mond that the laboring element of its 
citizens have a commodity for sale, 
and like the merchants, are endeav- 
oring to dispose of that commodity 
at as good a price as possible and 
consistent with surrounding condi- 
tions and the market. 

This commodity is their only as- 
set and when they are deprived of an 
opportunity to make a sale they are 
unable to purchase material wares 
from others. 

Therefore it is essential that the 
merchants and business men be as 
zealous in patronizing home labor as 
they are in soliciting labor’s patron- 
age to their various enterprises. 

Reciprocity along these lines 
means co-operation, and co-opera- 
tion means success, and success 
means PEACE. *
